Because of this, Mr. Roosevelt 


said the bulk of the remaining $1,-|

they must be in an area where 
there are sufficient relief persons 
to provide the employment; and 
they must abide by the require- 


ment of average pay of $850 a man 


for the job. 

The President explained that the 
works fund is to be divided so the 
$850 average will be paid in wages 
for each person employed under it 
He laid down no rule on 
wages. 

There is no definite period of 
time specified for the $850 wages 
It is an arithmetical problem of 
dividing the four billion dollar fund 


for an average wage of $850 per 
man,

grants to states and municipalities 
totaling $200,000,000.

opia without provocation. 

If sanctions were resorted to, it 
was reported in League circles that 
the British fleet would police the 
Eastern Mediterranean and that 
‘the French fleet would be concen- 
trated in Northern seas to protect 
the coasts of England and France. 

Delegates heard a rumor that if 
the worse came to. the worst, 
France would be disposed—even 
though reluctant—to participate in 
economic and financial measures of 
restraint against Italy. The cove- 
nant provides for such measures 
if a nation goes to war in defiance 
of its provisions, such a nation be- 
ing regarded as having committed 
an act of war against all members 
of the League. 

As for military sanctions, it is 
the duty of the League Council, 
under the punitive article, to rec- 
ommend to the several Govern- 
ments what effective military, na- 
val and air forces the members 
| shall contribute to the armed forces 
to be used to protect the covenant. 
‘It is for the Governments to de- 
| cide whether or not they contribute, 
and there is no obligation for them

Mrs. Mary Benjamin Rogers, first 
wife of the late Col. Henry Huddles- 


ton Rogers, and mother of young. 


Rogers, was in West Chester when 
her son, haggard and extremely 
nervous, was released. She did not 
appear at the jail, however, having 
been there earlier to see her son. 
Rogers’ bond was fixed by Judge 
W. Butler Windle of Chester Coun- 
ty after counsel for Rogers and the 
District Attorney had agreed on 
the amount. The bonds are to as- 
sure the presence of Rogers and 
Kelley at the inquest next week. 


No Charges Against Either. 


It was explained that there are 
no charges against either man. 
Their fingerprints were taken be- 
fore they were released and they 
were cautioned not to leave Penn- 
gsyivania without a special permis- 
gion from District Attorney William 
Parke. 

Rogers was still wearing the farm 
clothes he had on Wednesday night 
when, after hours of drinking and 
quarreling, he was found, sunvort- 
ed by two men, on the lawn of the 
farm house, where, in an upstairs 
bedroom, the actress lay dead.

Governor Appealed to Him and 
Jimmy Miller to Help Put 
Memorial Over. 


It was learned today that it was 
Gov. Park who induced William L. 
Igoe, dominant figure among Dem- 
ocratic leaders in St. Louis and Jim- 
my Miller, powerful Fourth Ward 
boss who had been hesitant, to come 
out at the eleventh hour for the riv- 
er front memorial bond issue and 
thus insure Mayor Dickmann’s cam- 
paign against any possibility of fail- 
ure. 

As a result of the Governor’s !n- 
tervention the Democratic organiza- 
tion laid aside factional differences 
for the day and presented a united 
front at the polls, bringing out the 
large vote necessary to win. 

Igoe and Miller are credited with 
control or great influence in at least 
16 wards, which gave the bond is- 
sue 68,281 votes. Aldermen from 
these wards have opposed some of 
the Mayor's policies. 

Igoe was one of the original in- 
dorsers and contributors to the 
memorial project, but refrained 
from active work among those 
friendly to him in the organiza- 
tion. He remained aloof, it 
is said, because his support had not 
been officially sought by the Mayor, 
but made no secret of the fact that 
he personally would vote for it. 
How Igoe’s Stand Was Changed.

He added the 
State was hopefully looking to St. 
Louis to establish the proposed 
memorial to a great Democrat. 

Promise to Help Obtained. 

Igoe thereupon agreed to help by 
issuing a statement and otherwise 
using his influence. It happened at 
the moment that a member of the 
Bond Campaign Committee was in 
Igoe’s office on legal business. Jim- 
my Miller also was there, The Gov- 
ernor talked to Miller. 

“All right, Governor,” Miller was

Mayor’s Second Demand. 

As a further condition of settle- 
ment, the Mayor has demanded as- 
surance that those who have op- 
posed him in the Board of Alder- 
men and in the Democratic City 
Committee will support his policies 
and favor his renomination and 
election. 

The Mayor’s opponents, on the 
_other hand, have demanded that he 
reinstate the 230 city employes

_who were antagonistic to the May- 
or. They have insisted, too, that 
| he dissolve his organization of “key 


men,” those of his own adherents 


who have. been installed in wards

committeemen in dispensing pat- 
ronage in those wards. 

Committeemen who have opposed 
the Mayor are apprehensive that 
he will back his “key men” in the 
August primaries for election over 
them to the City Committee. That, 
in fact, was the Mayor’s avowed 
purpose originally, although the day 
before the shooting, elated over the 
success of the river front bond is- 
sue which he sponsored, the Mayor 
predicted that party harmony would 
be restored within 60 days. 

So far, Mayor Dickmann has been’ 
unwilling to dissolve his organiza- 


tion of “key men,” fearing that if 


he did so, he could not rely on the 
promises of support of those who 
have opposed him. 

| Igoe Takes No Public Part. 


The Mayor and William L. Igoe 


are the real leaders of the two fac- 


tions, although Igoe, who is presi- 
dent of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, has taken no public 
part in the controversy. Yet he 
has been regarded as the “No. 1” 
man of the Democratic party in 
St. Louis. It was his indorsement 
which clinched Dickmann’s nomina- 
tion for Mayor, and in the early 
days of Dickmann’s term he was 
frequently at the “ity Hall to con- 
fer with him. For nearly a year 
Igoe has been seen rarely at the 
City Hall. 

Republicans at the City Hall

HAILE SELASSIE GIVES 
HIS FORTUNE FOR WAR 


Also Orders Mobilization of 7§ 
Per Cent of Government 
Officials and Employes. 


By the Associated Press. 

ADDIS ABABA, Sept. 13.—Em- 
peror Haile Selassie today ordered 
mobilization of 75 per cent of the 


officials and employes of all Gov- 
ernment departments. 

| In view of the increasing war 
‘menace, the Emperor also added 
| the entire fortune left him by his 
father, the late Tafari Makonen, 
to the secret war fund Emperor 
Menelik established. The bulk of 
the fund consists of 10,000,000 gold 
‘lira (about $800,000), which Italy 
paid Menelik after the Adua dis- 
aster. 

Menelik enjoined on his death- 
bed that this money should be used 
only in case of dire national peril. 
Thus, if Mussolini declares war, 
‘Italy's own gold will be used 
|against it. 
| Every Emperor since Menelik, 
‘upon ascending King David's 
throne, has sworn never to touch 
the fund unless the empire's inde 
pendence was menaced. Supple 
mented by the fortunes of Makonen 
and Queen Zauditu, Haile Selassie's - 
war fund has grown enormously. 
It has never drawn interest, how- 
ever, since the Emperor insisted on 
keeping the treasure intact in secret 
vaults under Menelik’s mausoleum, 


Strength of Ethiopia. 

Government officials said that if, 
at the League's request, Britain 
and other members applied eco- 
nomic sanctions and blocked the 
Suez Canal, the Ethiopian army 
could hold out against Italy for 
three months or longer. 

The Italian forces were under 
stood generally here to have about 
three months’ supplies of munitions, 
food and water in their colonies of 
Eritrea and Somaliland. 

“With our guerilla tactics wé can 
wear out the Italians and dissipate 
their supplies while England is 
dealing with Italy elsewhere,” one 
high Army chief told The Asso- 
ciated Press. 

The populace heard with jubila- 
tion the news, communicated by 
messengers of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie, of Britain’s stand before the 
League of Nations Assembly. 

“New Year’s Present.” 

The Empéror and the Imperial 
family were quietly celebrating «6 
New Year's service and praying for 
peace in the little Coptic chapel 
within the palace when the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent showed 
him a dispatch yesterday reporting 
Sir Samuel Hoare’s deciaration of 
British fidelity to the League. 

“It is a wonderful New Year's 
present,” the Emperor whispered 
to the Empress. With unfeigned 
delight, the Sovereign dispatched 
messengers to communicate the 
news to the populace. 

“The tide seems to have turned,” 
Haile Selassie said. “We face the 
future with renewed confidence. 
God, Justice and the Great Powers 
appear to be on our side. Our 
prayers for peace may yet be an- 
swered.

“INVISIBLE” FEDERAL TAXES. 

The average tax-paying citizen feels Federal taxa- 
tion only when he pays his income levy. He knows, 
of course, that there are other Federal taxes, but 
mostly they are imperceptible or invisible to him. 
So {it is worth while to consider such a table as that 
recently issued by the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue and published in the Post-Dispatch this week, 
showing the far-flung sources of Federal income. 

Of the Federal Government's receipts for the last 
fiscal year, totaling more than three billion dollars, 
less than a third came from corporation and in- 
dividual income taxes. So-called miscellaneous in- 
ternal revenues accounted for $1,673,982,831.24, and 
$526,222,258.24 came from AAA taxes on farm pro- | 
duction and processing. Subtracting the capital | 


(about $311,000,000) from the miscellaneous group, a 
total of about $1,888,000,000, or more than half the 
remains. It is almost 


wholly a tax on consumption. It comes from the 


so-called invisible taxes. 

They cover a wide range, from rcuge to gasoline, 
cameras to coconut oil, beer to electricity, candy to 
phonograph records. They include radios, playing 
cards, trucks, theater tickets, club dues, jewelry, 
auto tires, matches, etc., etc. The largest single item 
in the group is tobacco, which returned $459,178,- 
625.46 last year. How many citizens realize that the 
Government's share in each 15-cent package of cig- 
arettes they buy is 6 cents? 

It is enlightening for citizens to have a look at 
these “invisible” items. It should waken realization 
that our Federal tax structure has grown in hap- 
hazard fashion, on no truly scientific basis, and is 
filled with duplications, inconsistencies and levies on 
consumption. Perhaps a fair and equitable system 
will come out of the growing awareness to taxation, 
to supplant in-part the widespread impositions of the 
“miscellaneous internal revenue” group. In the face 
of the figures, further comment is superfluous, except 
to quote Webster's definition of ‘miscellaneous’: 
“Consisting of diverse things or members mingled 
without forming a system.”

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Vision and Safe Driving 
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Results of tests on various degrees of visual acuity and fields of vision in seeing stop 


signs and pedestrians, by day and night, are reported by oculist; recommending 
standards of sight for drivers, he suggests barring all with visual field of 
less than 125 degrees; favors stricter requirements for professional chauffeurs. 
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Dr. KR. E. Mason, St. Lows, in Journal of the Missouri State Medical Association. 


YE specialists are frequently consulted 
F by patients who have some great defect 
in their vision and yet persist in driv- 
ing their automobiles when it is obviously 
dangerous to both themselves and the public. 
In order to determine the visual func- 
tions that would be necessary to operate 
an automobile safely, I found a variety of 
factors to be determined. After a search 
of the literature of this and foreign coun- 
tries, I was surprised at the scarcity of 
material helpful in arriving at any conclu- 
im * 

The problems to be investigated were: 
(1) the speed of the car: (2) the braking 
power or ability to stop the car after the 
brakes had been applied; (3) the visibility 
and size of the warning and danger signs; 
(4) the size of the objects to be avoided 
when driving: (5) the degree of iliumina- 
tion; (6) field of vision necessary in both 
eyes and in each eye separately, and bin- 
ocular vision; (7) the size of the blind 
apots or scotoma caused by the mullion 
posts of the car which interfere with the 
normal field of vision. 

T’ e first test carried out was to ascertain 
the effect that different degrees of visual 
acuity would have upon the ability to drive 
a machiné, both in daylight and at night. 
Obviously, it would be impossible to find 
people of different degrees of vision to as- 
sist in this experiment, so the writer supplied 
himself with spectacles of plus lenses of dif- 
ferent strengths which when worn would fog 
his vision down to 20-200; and other pairs to 
20-100 vision, 20-70, 20-50 and 20-40 vision. 
(Visual fractions, as used in describing vision, 
have the following significance: 20-20 means 
normal vision; 20-30, 90 per cent of normal 
vision; 20-40, 85 per cent; 20-50, 75 per 
cent; 20-100, 50 per cent; 20-200, 20 per cent.)

To contract my field of vision down to 
less than normal limits, I provided myseif 
with spectacles with the periphery of the 
lens painted with an opaque paint. When 
tested on the perimeter, one pair would re- 
duce the temporal field of. each eye to 30 
degrees and the other pair reduced the tem- 
poral field to 45 degrees. 

The first test conducted. was for visual 
acuity. It was made on a bright afternoon, 
using as a target the regulation boulevard 
stop sign. With a 20-20 vision in each eye, 
the stop sign as well as the word “Stop” 
could be seen distinctly at 255 feet, both 
eyes open. With 20-30 vision in each eye, 
it was visible at 200 feet. With 20-70 vi- 
sion, it was visible at 100 feet, 20-100 vision 
at 75 feet and 20-200 vision at 50 feet. 

Testing the headlights of my own car, 
which were found to be legal, the same tests 
were tried on a dark night. With 20-20 
vision in each eye, the sign could be seen 
at 150 feet; the word “Stop” coulg first be 
read at 75 feet. With 20-70 vision, the sign 
faded out at 25 feet. Where the word 
“Stop” was composed of glass disks, known 
as cat's eyes, the word became visible at 
300 feet with 20-30 vision. 

The next test was also made at night. 
We attempted to deterngine the distance 
at which a man dressed in blue clothes and 
stationed directly in the path of the head- 
lichts-would become visible to the driver 
of the car. A lieutenant of the Police De- 
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partment, dressed in his blue uniform, 
kindly consented to become the target. With 
20-20 vision in @ach eye and the policeman 
facing away from the car go that his face 
was not visible, we first could see him at a 
distance of 150 feet from the machine. With 
our vision fogged down to 20-70 vision in 
each eye, he came into view at 78 feet. 
With a white handkerchief pinned on the 
back of his coat, he was visible at exactly 
twice the distance, or 300 feet, for normal 
vision, and 138 feet for 20-70 vision. This 
clearly shows the danger of walking on 

a highway with dark clothes at night. 
Referring to an éngineering bulletin on 
illumination, we found that on a. bright 
sunny afternoon we have 8000 foot-candles 
of illumination at 100 feet in front of the 
car. At night, with legal headlights you 
have only six foot-candles at 25 feet in front 
of the car, and at 100 feet in front of your 
car, only one foot-candie of illumination. 
This explains the vast difference of visual 
acuity tests in daylight as compared to night. 
ad * ° : 


The next most important function for 
Visual requirements is the field of vision. 
Normally, the field of vision with both eyes 
open and directed forward and measured 
on the horizontal are is 190 degrees. A per- 
son who has only one eye has normally 60 
degrees toward his blind side and 95 de- 
grees toward his seeing side, or a total of 
155 degrees for the one eye. Individuals 
with only one eye equalize their fields by 
slightly turning the head toward the blind 
side, which gives them about 75 degrees to 
the right and the left. 

We found that when driving alone a 
straight highway, a field of only 60 de- 
grees was necessary to get the full width 
of the road, but an entirely different field 
is necessary at street intersections; and 
this is where the great majority of auto 
mobile accidents occur. An ordinary wind- 
shield gives an average field of 20 degrees 


to the left for the driver and 60 degrees 
to the right. The left upright support, or 
mullion post, causes a blind spot of from 


19 to 15 degrees on the left side and a blind 
spot of seven degrees results from the cor- 
ner post on the right. 

Thus, a person with full fields in both 
eyes may view the full width of the street 
at both street intersections with safety, but 
a person haying only his right eye and a 
normal field is handicapped on seéing cars 
coming from a left intersection, although 
he still has a certain margin of safety 
With a temporal contraction in both eyes 
down to a total of 125 degrees or less, it 
was found impossible to see quickly ¢ars 
approaching from either the left or right 
street intersection when the driver was 
looking straight forward. 

From a bulletin published by a reliable 
insurance company in 1934, we found that 
with 100 normal drivers it required one- 
fourth of a second reaction time before the 
driver could apply his brakes after seeing a 
danger signal. 

Taking into consideration the various an- 
gles of these teats, I offer the following as 
my conclusions:

My dear Martha Carr:

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If a boy is well-made and fairly hard, it should be safe to let him play football with others of his own size. 


OT the least of the problems confront- 
N ing the parents of high or prep school 
students at the beginning of the scho- 
lastic years is whether or not their boy 
should be allowed to play football, wheth- 
er or not he should play any sport at all. 
Unless a boy is crippled or chronically 
ill, he will certainly play some sport. If 
either he or his parents dislike contact 
sports, let them play non-contact sports 
such as tennis, handball or squash. Track 
and field sports are also good for such 
boys, although a boy under 17 should run 
nothing but sprints and not too many of 
these. 

Athletics teaches a boy to think on his 
feet, to draw order out of confusion—to 
think swiftly. It makes for a balance 
which often seems sadly lacking in pre- 
cocious intellectuals among the  under- 
graduates of our colleges. Most of these 
particular boys might be said never to 
have played any sport, or at least never to 
have played for long. 

Athletics gives a boy confidence in him- 
self and in his body, and in his mastery 
over his body. Too often, lack of confi- 
dence is mistaken by an adolescent for 
lack of courage and he spends many un- 
necessarily miserable hours thinking he 
is “yellow” and shunning or fearing his 
companions, Confidence bred by the su- 
pervised or even, at times, unsupervised 
playing of games may do away with this. 
Finally, the playing of games gives an 
adolescent a proper outlet for his energy. 

While injury of one kind or another 
may be sustained in almost any game 
played, the two games which generally 
have the highest quota of injuries in high 
and prep schools are football and track. 
In football, of course, the injuries sus- 
tained are usually obvious and definite. In 
track and field, or more specifically, in 
track, the injuries are not so obvious and 
often indefinite. Injury to an adolescent 
in track may result from his running too 
much, running too far, or running too 
hard when not properly trained. 

Injuries in track and football should be 
avoidable through proper coaching and 
equipment. In general, though, it may be 
Stated that if the boy is normal and 
healthy, if he trains only three times a 
week, and does no middle nor long-dis- 
tance running until he is 17 or 18, he will 
probably not sustain any injury. 

Specifically, how shall parents know 
whether to let their boy play or not? 
Football is the attraction now, more than 
anything else, and for the rest of this ar- 
ticle, we will consider it alone. But still 
more important is how well-knit the boy 
is. A boy who is big for his age may be 
flabby or skinny; and such a boy should 
not be allowed to play football until he

ECONDLY, find out what kind of 
S coach your boy will be under. Right 

now, let it be said that young boys 
should not be allowed to play football 
without supervision. By watching the 
‘coach at his work once or twice, a boy's 
parents may discover whether or not this 
man is skillful and a good teacher, able to 
impart his knowledge thoroughly to his 
charges. 

If a parent does not trust his or her 
own judgment in this matter, it might he 
well to have someone who knows football 
pass judgment on the coach before per- 
mitting a son to play under him. It is also 
well to find out what the record of the 
coach's past teams have been as regards 
injuries. A coach whose teams have had 
more than a fair share of injuries is prob- 
ably a poor coach, 

Thirdly, your boy should not play in 
the sandlots nor with boys a good deal 
bisger and stronger than he is. Ideally, 
as has been said, he should play in a prep 
school where the teams are graded. Some 
schools grade their teams roughly, but in 
many others, none of the teams except 
the varsity receive proper instruction. In- 
deed, the sad truth is that the coaches in 
some schools should not be coaches but 
hod-carriers. Sometimes they just do no® 
know football, which is a most complex 
and difficult game. On the other hand, 
they may kriow the game, but cannot 
teach it. Or perhaps they lack sensitivity 
and do not know how to handle young 
boys. 

There are no hard and fast means for 
measuring a good high school coach. But 
for one very definite thing a parent 
should look for is whether the coach 
teaches his men to tackle and block with 
an arched back, head up and eyes open. 
This is not only the most efficient way to 
do these things, but the safest. Most 
neck and spine injuries sustained in foot- 
ball are due to tackling or blocking with 
a lowered head and a back arched con- 
cavely rather than convexly. 

Another very important feature is the 
kind of equipment a boy uses. The best 
football equipment has been perfected to 
a state where it probably constitutes the 
most efficient pliable armor the world 
has seen since chain-mail. And as an in-

How- 
ever, few teams, outside of the college and 
professional elevens, can afford this fine 


equipment. 
@he high and prep school teams can, 
however, afford very good equipment 


which gives a high degree of protection. 
If a school cannot afford proper equip- 
ment for its footbail team, it should not 
‘have a team in that sport. 

‘A boy should also pass a medical exam- 
ination before he is allowed to play any 
sport. Make no mistake about this. And 
see that special attention is paid to his 
heart and to any possibility of hernia. Al- 
most all schools require this examination 
of all candidates and it is the least of the 
parents’ worries, 

These young athletes should be im- 


pressed with the fact that rest and relax- 
ation are as much a part of training as is 
the actual practice. A high school athlete 
should get 10 hours of sleép each night. 
Nor does it not fellow that, if three work- 
outs a week are good, six will be twice as 
good. 

Rest is a most important part of train- 
ing and the good coaches know this. 
Knute Rockne, during the 1929 season, 
when his team went undefeated, did not 
scrimmage his first team from the weck 
before its second game until the week be- 
fore its seventh one. 

e . * 

GOOD coach knows that after a hard 
A zxme. especially in mid-season, the 

boys should have Monday and some- 
times Tuesday off. The boy, his coach and 
his parents should try to know his physi- 
cal idiosyncrasies. Some boys require or 
can stand more work than others. Some 
must be handled easily, others more 
strongly. If the boy does not sleep well 
the night before a game, let him sleep the 
morning of it, as well as two nights be- 
fore it. 

It is difficult to know the physical 
oddities of a very young athlete, however. 
The most conservative course is the best 
and safest to take. Parents nmy help to 
save a boy from injury and over-strain 
by seeing to it that he gets the proper 
amount of food and sleep. Generally 
speaking, an athlete in his teens should 
not diet, although it is permissible that 
his last meal before a contest be a light 
one. 

The boy's weight should be watched. It 
is natural for him to lose a little weight 
early in the season; but unless he has 
been over-weight, any substantial loss of 
weight during the season is cause for 
alarm.

possibility of injury, parents should gain 
their boy's complete confidence so that, if 
he is hurt, he will not hesitate to speak 
out through fear of punishment or a 
tongue-lashing. It is imperative, though 
not easy of attainment, that the boy be 
helped to achieve a proper sense of val- 
ues and not to confuse courage with fool- 
hardiness. He should be taught that pru- 
dence and not courage is the greatest of 
the virtues. It is first and greatest be- 
cause it includes all the rest, courage 
among them. 

It is ridiculous in almost every instance 
for a boy to continue playing when he is 
badly hurt or very tired, since he may not 
only cause injury to himself this way, but 
do a distinct disservice to his team. 
Neither should he play with an _ injury 
which is not healed or at least protected 
by the proper padding or bandages ad- 
justed by a skilled trainer. 

Back field and end players should tape 
their ankles before a game or scrimmage, 
and linemen and ends should tape their 
wrists. A helmet should be worn at all 
times. The gesture of flinging one away 
is not a brave, but an asinine and fool- 
hardy gesture, and a coach who permits 
his men to play without a helmet should 
be discharged. Some players diScard 
their helmets to kick. This is permissible 
since it is only for one play and usually 
the kicker is not tackled around the 
neck or head. 

In conclusion, I should like to refer to 
a very rare occurrence among young ath- 
letes, but one which occasionally does 
happen, more often to track men than to 
other athletes. [I refer to the phenome- 
non called being “burnt-out.” An athlete 
may be overworked or overstrained to 
such an extent that he is listless, without 
energy and, of course, far below par 
physically. This does occur; and the ex- 
treme cases of it may be cured in boys 
under 25 by giving them a rest from ath- 
letics for from five or six months to a 
year. 

Football, like fire, is unique. “It is the 
only game of its kind; the only team 
game in which there is intimate personal 
contact.” This definition is Rockne’s and 
will bear analysis. There is no game like 
it. Neither is there any substance like 
fire. Both are dangerous unless properly 
handled and treated. 

Football, as well as most other sports, 
will always have some element of danger 
in it, but crossing the street on the way 
to school can be dangerous, too. 

Yes, football is dangerous: but not so 
dangerous that a vigorous, well-knit, well- 
coached, well-equipped boy of 15 or 16 
may not play it with his equals in size 
and strength.
